This,  the  twenty-fifth  x  annual  Directory  of  Officials  and  Organiza- 
tions Concerned  with  the  Protection  of  Birds  and  Game,  is  issued  for 
the  convenience  of  game  authorities,  bird-protection  organizations, 
and  others  in  procuring  information  concerning  game  and  game  laws. 
It  shows  the  organization  and  personnel  of  governmental  establish- 
ments of  this  country.  Canada,  and  Mexico  concerned  with  game 
matters  and  gives  the.  names  and  addresses  of  officials  of  State-wide 
game  and  bird  protective  associations  and  societies,  and  of  the  prin- 
cipal national  organizations  interested  in  bird  protection,  including 
the  advisory  board,  migratory-bird  treaty  act. 

Three  legislative  changes  affecting  game  administration  were 
made  during  the  year.  Under  a  resolution  passed  by  Congress  on 
June  7.  1924.  the  administration  of  the  Alaska  game  law  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Governor  of  Alaska  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
who  has  assigned  the  work  to  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey. 
The  Department  of  Conservation  of  Alabama  was  changed  by  law 
to  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries.  A  new  State  Game  and 
Fish  Board,  consisting  of  three  members,  was  created  in  Georgia  to 
replace  the  former  Department  of  Game  and  Fish  with  a  single 
commissioner. 

A  number  of  changes  in  State  associations  have  occurred  during 
the  past  year,  some  new  ones  having  been  established  and  others 
having   ceased   to    function.      The    following   organizations    in    the

Canadian  organizations  added  are :  The  Manitoba  Game  Protective 
Association;  the  New  Brunswick  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation; the  Ontario  Sportsmen's  Game  and  Fish  Protective  Asso- 
ciation ;  the  Province  of  Quebec  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Birds ; 
the  Northern  Alberta  Game  and  Fish  Protective  League;  and  the 
Southern  Alberta  Game  and  Fish  Protective  League. 

Three  organizations,  which  have  been  inactive  for  several  years, 
have  been  omitted  from  the  directory,  as  follows:  The  Arkansas 
Conservation  Association,  the  Iowa  Fish  and  Game  Conservation 
Association,  and  the  Kentucky  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Associa- 
tion. 

The  International  Committee  for  Bird  Protection  added  Hungary 
and  Switzerland  to  the  list  of  countries  which  are  cooperating  with 
the  United  States  and  other  countries  in  international  bird  con- 
servation. 

Important  changes  in  State  game  officials  have  occurred  in  Geor- 
gia, Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Missouri,  Pennsylvania,  Mani- 
toba, Northwest  Territories,  and  Ontario. 

Several  additional  States  are  publishing  periodicals  on  game, 
those  mentioned  in  this  directory  for  the  first  time  including  the 
Arkansas  Conservationist,  the  Maryland  Conservationist,  the  Texas 
Game  and  Fish  Conservationist,  and  the  Virginia  Game  and  Fish 
Conservationist. 

Local  organizations  are  not  included  in  the  scope  of  this  directory, 
but  information  concerning  national  or  State-wide  bird  associations 
is  desired  for  insertion  in  subsequent  issues.  Prompt  notification  of 
errors  or  of  changes  in  the  personnel  or  addresses  of  the  State  game 
establishments  or  of  the  organizations  listed  should  be  sent  to  the 
Biological  Survey,  in  order  that  the  directory  may  be  kept  current 
in  the  department  and  that  necessary  revisions  may  be  made  for  the 
next  edition. 

Game  laws  are  published  in  pamphlet  form  in  all  States.  Persons 
wishing  detailed  information  pertaining  to  them  should  communi- 
cate with  the  game  officials  of  the  States  in  which  they  are  interested. 
Annual  summaries  of  the  laws  affecting  game  and  fur  animals  in 
the  United  States,  the  Canadian  Provinces,  and  Mexico  are  pub- 
lished in  the  Farmers'  Bulletin  series  of  the  LTnited  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  (for  the  season  1924-25,  Farmers'  Bulletins 
Nos.  1444  and  1445.  respectively).
